Day for heroes 

Young, old honour Canadian veterans, war dead

Canadian soldiers 
stationed in Afghanistan 
were never far from the 
minds of the crowd 
yesterday at the Beverly 
Remembrance Day parade 
and ceremony. 

Hundreds gathered out¬ 
doors in northeast Edmon¬ 
ton at the province’s oldest 
cenotaph to honour those 
who served in past and 
present wars. 

“We have less and less 
numbers of the World War 
Two and Korean War veter-

ans, but now we have 
peace-keeping veterans 
and Afghanistan veterans,” 
said Lt.-Col. Roger Scott, 
who has served two tours 
in Afghanistan. “It’s a pass¬ 
ing of the torch, so to 
speak.” 

As a cadet marching 
band set the pace, the 
crowd proceeded down sev¬ 
en blocks to the cenotaph. 
The ceremony was made 


all the more poignant by 
the presence of young vet¬ 
erans, newly returned from 
Aghanistan. 

“They are taking over 
from us,” said Bill Lesick, a 
veteran of the Second 
World War. 

“In 10 or 20 years from 
now, I don’t think I will be 
here ... The young have to 
take over.” 

The multi-generational 


crowd was made up of veter¬ 
ans, government represen¬ 
tatives and the general pub¬ 
lic alike. Many wondered 
how the importance of Re¬ 
membrance Day would be 
impressed on future genera¬ 
tions of Canadians. 

“We are seeing more and 
more that contemporary 
wars are observed now in 
these kind rituals, so it car¬ 
ries it on for the next gen¬ 
eration and for our time,” 
said John Pater. “I think 
that there is still talk about 
the veterans of previous 
wars, but more and more 
we are recognizing the vet¬ 
erans of Afghanistan.” 


Quebec 
alone in 
registry 
support, 
says poll 

guns Quebecers are alone 
in wanting to save the 
long-gun registry, a new 
poll suggests. 

Outside the province, 
most Canadians aren’t 
convinced the registry has 
done much to reduce gun 
crime and appear content 
to abolish it. 

The survey by The Cana¬ 
dian Press Harris-Decima 
was conducted Nov. 5-8, 
just after the House of 
Commons gave approval 
in principle to a private 
member’s bill aimed at 
killing the controversial 
registry. The bill, 
sponsored by a Conserva¬ 
tive MP with the endorse¬ 
ment of the Harper minor¬ 
ity government, passed its 
first hurdle with help 
from 12 New Democrats, 
eight Liberals and one In¬ 
dependent. 

The Bloc Quebecois vot¬ 
ed unanimously against 
abolition and the survey 
results help explain why. 

In Quebec, a majority of 
respondents — 56 per cent 
— said they're opposed to 
abolishing the registry. 
And 50 per cent said they 
believed the registry has 
helped reduce gun crime. 

Outside Quebec, it was a 
different story. 

Majorities in British Co¬ 
lumbia (51 per cent), 
Alberta (64 per cent) and 
Manitoba-Saslcatchewan 
(61 per cent) said it’s a 
good idea to get rid of the

Someone knows who killed son: Dad 

Father hopeful person with info will step up as 3rd anniversary of slaying nears

It’s been nearly three 
years since he watched 
his son breathe his last 
breath after a Whyte 
Avenue stabbing, and 
Grant McGillis is still 
hopeful guilt will reveal 
the killer. 

“To protect someone 
that has taken a life isn’t 
right,” he said yesterday. 

Dylan McGillis, a 20- 
year-old father-to-be, was 
attacked as he walked 


with friends on the strip 
full of late-night partiers 
on Nov. 19, 2006. 

He was beaten and 
stabbed in the chest in 
the unprovoked assault 
before the attackers fled. 

He was rushed to hospi¬ 
tal where he underwent 
three emergency surger¬ 
ies, but died the same 
day. 

“I remember when we 
got the phone call. I re¬ 
member seeing him and 
he wasn’t even recogniza¬ 
ble, he was dying in front 
of us,” Grant said.

Dylan’s murderer has 
not been caught or identi¬ 
fied. 

Though the family has¬ 
n’t seen justice yet, they 
remain hopeful someone 
carrying key information 


will come forward and un¬ 
cover the man responsi¬ 
ble for Dylan’s death. 

“There were enough 
people there that night 
who know what went on,” 
Grant said. “Somebody 
was intent on doing bad 
things that night. It didn’t 
matter who it was, some¬ 
body was going to pay the 
price. Unfortunately, it 
was Dylan.” 

One year ago, investiga¬ 
tors revealed photos of 
persons of interest in the 
homicide. He’s confident 
police have a suspect in 


mind, but can’t lay 
charges without more in¬ 
formation, Grant said. 

Despite the passing of 
time, Dylan’s father said 
days looming before the 
anniversary of the slaying 
are tougher to live 
through each year. 

“It never gets any easi¬ 
er. I think of him, and see 
things that remind me of 
him every day.” 

The McGillis family will 
hold a candlelight vigil on 
Nov. 22 at the scene of the 
stabbing on 106 Street 
and Whyte Avenue.

Reserve pups need help fast: Rescue team

If she isn’t rescued from a 
First Nations reserve 
today, a pregnant shep¬ 
herd’s pups will likely die 
soon after they’re born. 

Volunteers from an un¬ 
der-staffed organization 


plan to drive to Hobbema 
today in hopes of coaxing 
the near-feral dog out of 
hiding. Tessa will likely dis¬ 
appear and give birth in 
seclusion, away from food 
or medical care. 

“If we don’t rescue her, 
we don’t know what will 
happen,” said Kiysta Mc¬ 
Nutt, Humane Animal Res¬ 


cue Team volunteer co-or¬ 
dinator. 

Sadly, Tessa’s story is 
common on area reserves, 
which are the group’s pri¬ 
mary focus. Overrun with 
unspayed and unneutered 
dogs, about 75 per cent of 
the animals on sites like 
Hobbema and fly-in re¬ 
serves like Frog Lake are 


homeless. 

Residents will feed the 
animals, but either can’t 
afford to house and pro¬ 
vide proper veterinary care 
or don’t think it necessary, 
McNutt said. 

Though the volunteer or¬ 
ganization has placed 500 
dogs in homes in the past 
five years, demand always 


outweighs resources, she 
added. “We say we’re going 
for one dog, but once we 
get out there, there will be 
other dogs that need help. 
We can’t say no,” she said. 

The no-lcill, donation- 
based group has run out of 
foster homes. The need for 
space is so severe, the 
group’s founders are cur¬ 


rently fostering 16 puppies 
in their home. 

Organizers hope two 
adoption events will un¬ 
earth prospective pet own¬ 
ers. HART’s puppies will be 
appearing at the Terra Losa 
Petsmart (9937-170 St.) on 
Saturday and the Skyview 
Petsmart (13916-137 Ave.) 
on Sunday.

With virtually all of the 
premium morsels already 
spoken for, the map is ex¬ 
pected to 
change sig¬ 
nificantly 
as the big¬ 
ger players 
consolidate 
their posi¬ 
tions by 
gobbling up 
smaller 
holdings. 

“There’s 
lots of 
checker¬ 
boarding. 
There’s lots 
of little 
pieces,” 

said Bob Schulz, professor 
with the University of Cal- 
gaiy’s Haslcayne School of 
Business. 

Potential acquirers want 
to snap bits of land that 
are adjacent to properties 
they already have, since 
it’s more efficient to 
develop them that way. 

“I’d expect to see some 
swapping some assets and 
also some outright 
purchases,” Schulz said. 

Oilsands junior Opti 
Canada Inc. said last week 
it was exploring strategic 
alternatives, including the 
sale of the whole compa¬ 
ny or some of its assets. 

Opti is best known for 
its 35 per cent stake in the 
Long Lake project, which 
is controlled by Nexen 
Inc. 

The project used to be 
an evenly split joint ven¬ 
ture, but Nexen increased 
its stake nearly a year ago. 

Both companies are of¬ 
ten cited as potential 
takeover targets. 

Opti in particular sees 
its share price spike every 
time a large international 
firm is rumoured to be on 
the hunt for oilsands 
assets.

Loved ones honour Canada's war dead at Kandahar Airfield 


Harper to kick off 
overseas tour today 


Heavy hearts were lifted 
just a little yesterday dur¬ 
ing Remembrance Day cer¬ 
emonies in Canada’s 
Afghan war zone, where 
widows came in hopes of 
finding meaning in their 
sacrifice and the next gen¬ 
eration of veterans moved 
to firm the nation’s 
resolve. 

Afghan National Army 
soldiers stood by their 
Canadian counterparts as a 
small crowd. Defence Min¬ 
ister Peter MacKay and In¬ 
dustry Minister Tony 
Clement among them, 
gathered around the 
sprawling marble ceno¬ 
taph at Kandahar Airfield. 

The memorial is etched 
with the names and faces 
of the 133 Canadian sol¬ 
diers who have died as part 
of the Afghan mission 


since it began in 2002 — a 
list that includes Cpl. 
Michael Starker, who was 
killed in a gun battle with 
Taliban insurgents in 2008. 

“I miss him,” said Stark- 
er’s wife, Nicole, who was 
among the family mem¬ 
bers of seven slain troops 
who made the trip to Kan¬ 
dahar to mark Remem¬ 
brance Day in the country 
where their loved ones 
gave their lives.

Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper embarks today on 
the first of three consecu¬ 
tive trips abroad that will 
keep him out of the House 
of Commons virtually until 
the fall session ends in 
mid-December. 

Trips to Singapore, In¬ 
dia, Trinidad and Tobago, 
China and South Korea 
mark the culmination of 
an autumn political season 
that has seen Conservative 


fortunes taking flight. 

Barring an unforeseen 
international misstep by 
Harper, the heavy travel 
itinerary may help glide 
his minority government 
through the end of 2009. 
His travels should also 
help smooth the way for 
next summer’s interna¬ 
tional summitry in central 
Ontario.

Stimulus neglecting areas most in need: Study

Canada’s high jobless 
regions are losing out as 
billions in federal stimulus 
money flows into areas 
that have been spared the 
worst of the recession, an 
analysis by The Canadian 
Press suggests. 

In six provinces, areas 
that benefit most from 


stimulus spending actually 
have unemployment rates 
well below the provincial 
average. 

Stimulus dollars for 
British Columbia, Alberta, 
Saskatchewan, Quebec, 
New Brunswick and Nova 
Scotia have been poured 
into regions where work¬ 


ers have been faring com¬ 
paratively well. 

In three other provinces, 
Manitoba, Newfoundland 


and Labrador and Ontario, 
the stimulus winners do 
have higher-than-average 
unemployment — but the 


favoured regions are still 
not the very highest in the 
province when it comes to 
jobless rates. 

And the area that has 
seen Canada’s most serious 
deterioration in employ¬ 
ment — the Cariboo re¬ 
gion in the B.C. Interior — 
has seen no special treat¬ 


ment from the federal 
stimulus plan. 

“We need to look at cre¬ 
ating jobs. And I don’t see 
that happening,” said 
Robert Leclerc, president 
of the Quesnel and District 
Labour Council, in the 
Cariboo. 

The aim of the federal 
stimulus program was to 
“support economic growth 
and employment this year 
and next while also bolster¬ 
ing Canada’s long-run pro¬ 
ductive capacity,” Finance 
Minister Jim Flaherty said 
in introducing last Janu¬ 
ary’s stimulus budget. 

There is no easy way to 
account for jobs created by 
the $ 16-billion spending 
program. Unlike in the 
United States, Canadian of¬ 
ficials did not ask funding 
recipients to provide infor¬ 
mation on job creation. In¬ 
stead, Ottawa relies on a 
macro-economic formula 
to estimate how much em¬ 
ployment should result. 

The economic region that 
came out in first place was 
Toronto — a stimulus tar¬ 
get that makes sense, ana¬ 
lysts say. 

The Toronto economic re¬ 
gion — which includes 
many of the suburbs — 
scored high, with money 
pouring in for public tran¬ 
sit, road repairs, new are¬ 
nas, parks, pools and build¬ 
ings. 

The city and surrounding 
area make up the country’s 
most populous metropoli¬ 
tan area, and it has been hit 
fairly hard by the recession. 
The unemployment rate for 
the region, averaged over 
the last three months, is 9.5

Joblessness soars 
in tech heartland 


When most people think 
BlackBerry they think of 
the booming high-tech 
company RIM making bil¬ 
lions — an outfit with 
thousands of employees, 
easily bank rolling a 
millionaires* row in its 
hometown of Waterloo in 
southwestern Ontario. 

And indeed, in Canada’s 
so-called Technology Trian¬ 
gle — the cities of Kitchen¬ 
er, Waterloo and Cam¬ 
bridge — as many as 2,000 
high-paying, high-tech jobs 
are going begging. 

But in a startling juxta¬ 
position, the region is also 
registering an unemploy¬ 
ment rate of 9.2 per cent, 
higher than the national 
average of 8.6 per cent. 

And even here, there are 
homeless living on the 
streets. 

But while the jobless 
numbers rise, there are

1,500 to 2,000 jobs open 
every day at the approxi¬ 
mately 550 high-tech com¬ 
panies that inhabit the 
Technology Triangle. 

Why the discrepancy? 

Though 30,000 people 
work in the industry, com¬ 
munity leaders believe 
they may have a classic 
skills mismatch on their 
hands. 

Many of those available, 
well-paying, high-tech jobs 
are highly specialized or 
require significant experi¬ 
ence, or both, says Iain 
Klugman, CEO of Commu- 
nitech, a high-tech indus¬ 


try association. 

Salaries ranged from 
$50,000 to more than 
$177,000 in 2008, but the 
qualifications are steep. 

The area’s manufactur¬ 
ing sector has also been hit 
hard, said Ken Seiling, 
chairman of the regional 
municipality of Waterloo, 
said. And the manufactur¬ 
ing industry, struggling to 
hire people back, is experi¬ 
encing a mismatch as well. 

Most manufacturers 
want at least a Grade 12 ed¬ 
ucation, and many want 
skills gained at colleges. 

Yet 36 per cent of pure 
labourers and 27 per cent 
of the more than 20,000 
people employed in pro¬ 
cessing and manufacturing 
in the area had not fin¬ 
ished high school, accord¬ 
ing to Statistics Canada 
2006 census data.

It seems to me that if a po¬ 
tential mate is seeing you 
in your underwear, things 
are already going quite 
well. Certainly, if one is ex¬ 
pecting company, a pair 
without holes is ideal, but 
beyond that, are brand and 
vintage really likely to 
make much difference?

Boring investments can be beautiful

Perhaps it’s a sure sign of 
broad economic recovery, or 
maybe it’s that longer term 
thinking is, if only momen¬ 
tarily, trumping the short¬ 
term perspective that usual¬ 
ly dominates investing. 

Whatever the reason, 
boring bricks-and-mortar 
type investments have be¬ 
come alluring. Earlier this 
month, Warren Buffett of 
Berkshire Hathaway made 
his “all-in wager on the eco¬ 
nomic future of the United 
States” by spending $44 bil¬ 
lion US to buy the 77 per 
cent of Burlington North¬ 
ern Santa Fe that he didn’t 
already own. The railroad 


buy is the largest single ac¬ 
quisition in Berkshire Hath¬ 
away’s history. 

Major Canadian investors 
are also making big bets in 
primary industries and in¬ 
frastructure. In September, 
Regina-based Viterra Inc. 
jumped into the front 
ranks of global grain han¬ 
dlers by completing a four- 
month, $ 1.5-billion 

takeover of Australia’s ABB 
Grain Ltd. Also in Septem¬ 
ber, Ontario Teachers’ Pen¬ 
sion Plan Board picked up a 
35.5 per cent share of Bris¬ 
tol International Airport. 

More recently, we’ve seen 
the CPP Investment Board 
teaming up with Teachers 
to buy an Australian toll 
road operator, Transurban 
Group. CPP Investment 
Board is also partnering 
with a private U.S. fund, 
TPG Capital, in a $5.2-bil- 
lion takeover of U.S.-based 
IMS Health, a company pro¬ 
viding market intelligence 


to the pharmaceutical and 
health-care industries. 

There are several reasons 
why such straightforward 
investments are desirable, 
starting with the fact 
they’re readily understand¬ 
able and have track 
records, unlike many tech¬ 
nology plays. Fundamental 
businesses like railroads 
and health care reflect 
long-term economic trends 
— the cost-efficient, even 
“green,” movement of 
goods in a growing econo¬ 
my in the case of railroads, 
and the provision of servic¬ 
es to a growing older popu¬ 
lation in the instance of 
health care. 

Infrastructure also has 
charms. Toll roads, airports, 
power generation and 
transmission and ports typ¬ 
ically operate in stable reg¬ 
ulator environments and 
tend to provide steady, in¬ 
flation-adjusted returns 
over long periods. 


Pension investors like the 
CPP Investment Board have 
long had a soft spot for in¬ 
frastructure investments. 
By necessity, pension funds 
have an eye to what their li¬ 
abilities are going to look 
like a couple of decades 
from now, so buying and 
holding reliable cash gener¬ 
ators like airports and 
roads is helpful. 

But even investors with 
shorter time horizons can 
benefit from a mix of basic 
businesses and infrastruc¬ 
ture that ensure participa¬ 
tion in economic upturns 
while helping to moderate 
downturns. Water and 
sewage companies or roads 
and tunnels may not be 
glamorous, but unlike tech 
darlings or trendy retailers, 
they’ll deliver investment 
returns year after year.

UN official urges fast for child hunger 


Nearly 200 million 
children in poor countries 
have stunted growth 
because they don’t get 
enough to eat, according 
to a new report published 
by UNICEF yesterday 
before a three-day 


international summit on 
the problem of world 
hunger. 

The head of the United 
Nations food agency, mean¬ 
while, called on the world 
to join him in a day of fast¬ 
ing ahead of the summit to 


highlight the plight of one 
billion hungry people. 

Jacques Diouf, director 
general of the Food and 
Agriculture Organization, 
said he hoped the fast 
would encourage action by 
world leaders who will take 


part in the meeting at his 
agency’s headquarters start¬ 
ing Monday. More than 90 
per cent of those children 
live in Africa and Asia, and 
more than a third of all 
deaths in that age group are 
linked to undemutrition, 


according to UNICEF. South 
Asia is a particular hotspot 
for the problem, with just 
Afghanistan, Nepal, India, 
Bangladesh and Pakistan ac¬ 
counting for 83 million 
hungry children under five. 
The agency also launched 


an online petition against 
world hunger through a 
Web page featuring a video 
with Diouf counting from 
one to six to remind visi¬ 
tors that every six seconds 
a child dies from hunger.

The Edmonton Oilers are 
the NHL’s 24 th most valu¬ 
able team, the lowest-val- 
ued Canadian team, 
according to Forbes maga¬ 
zine's annual survey. 

For the fourth straight 
year, the Toronto Maple 
Leafs are the NHL’s most 
valuable team, according to 
Forbes magazine’s annual 
survey. 

The Leafs are worth $470 
million US, an increase of 
five per cent over last year. 

They easily are worth 
more than the next fran¬ 
chise, the New York 
Rangers at $416 million, up 
just one per cent. 

The original six franchis¬ 
es are in the top seven, with 
only Philadelphia at No. 5 
breaking that monopoly. 
Montreal is third ($339 mil¬ 
lion), followed by Detroit 
($337 million), Philadelphia 
($273 million), Boston ($271 
million) and Chicago ($258 
million). 

The Vancouver Canucks 
($239 million) were the next 
highest Canadian team 
coming in at ninth. Calgary 
($200 million) was 16th; Ot¬ 
tawa ($197) 17th; and Ed¬ 
monton ($166 million) at 


24th. 

Chicago has the biggest 
rise in value, up 26 per 
cent, followed by Washing¬ 
ton at 15 per cent to $183 
million. 

The Stanley Cup champi¬ 
on Pittsburgh Penguins 
rank 11th at $222 
million. 

The average value of the 
30 teams is $223 million, a 
slight increase over the 
$220 million of 2008. 

Not surprisingly, the 
Phoenix Coyotes, with all 
their ownership issues, 
have the lowest worth, 
$138 million. 

And 14 teams — nearly 
half the league — went 
down in value, ranging 
from Colorado decreasing 
by 11 per cent to 
Philadelphia falling one per 
cent. 

Toronto has, by far, the 
most operating income, 
$78.9 million, Forbes re¬ 
ported. Second in operating 
income is Montreal at $31.3 
million. 

The Leafs are tops in rev¬ 
enues, too, at $168 million, 
followed by the Rangers at

Got cold feet on basement flooring? 



-he vision of hard¬ 
wood flooring in 
the basement may 
tantalize, but here’s 
one time when sit¬ 
ting on the fence to mull 
over the nature of base¬ 
ments isn’t a bad thing. 

For example, think back 
to that basement flood 
when the sump pump 
failed. Reflect upon the wet¬ 
ness that occasionally seeps 
in through your basement 
walls and floor when it 
rains a lot. What if the 
sewage backed up? 

Luckily, for your average 
concrete basement floor, 
the biggest problem is plain 
old moisture. And I don’t 
necessarily mean streams of 
it — just steady drips, 
dampness and excess hu¬ 
midity. 

Consider the fact that 
basements are built directly 
upon or next to soil, which 
is cold and damp, and also 
makes the concrete walls 
and floors cold. When 
warm interior air hits the 
cold surface of basement 
walls and floors, it condens¬ 
es, producing wetness in 
your basement. 

To make matters worse, 
concrete floors are porous, 
and hydrostatic pressure 


Subfloors needed? 

• Other finishes should be 
used with a subfloor (a floor 
that is slightly raised above 
the concrete to allow 
drainage to a floor drain or 
natural evaporation under¬ 
neath) to maximize the 
length of life of the flooring. 
In this category, consider 
sealed cork for a basement 
that does not get heavy use. 
Carpeting can also benefit 
enormously from being 
used on top of a subfloor. 
Linoleum or vinyl also works 
on a subfloor. (Gluing direct¬ 
ly onto a concrete floor can 
cause the tile to contort 
when the temperature dif¬ 
ferential is large between 
the floor and the tiles.) 

• If you want a wood floor, 
opt for engineered wood 
(wood layers pressed to¬ 
gether with a resin or glue) 
applied on a subfloor. Avoid 
solid wood flooring because 
it can buckle or warp with 
moisture. A floating lami¬ 
nate floor may work since it 
is not attached to the floor, 
but excess moisture can easi¬ 
ly degrade the laminate, es¬ 
pecially if it is of poor quality. 


can cause water to come 
through the concrete slab 
and onto the basement 
floor at times of heavy rain, 
especially if you’ve got 
cracks. 

The bottom line in a base¬ 
ment is don’t go with floor¬ 
ing that will be ruined by 
wetness because it is almost 
always present at one time 


or another. 

If you’re considering how 
to finish the floor in your 
basement, here are some 
sage words of advice. 

• If you’ve got leak in the 
basement, fix it before you 
put down any flooring. 

• Porcelain or ceramic 
tile, applied directly to a 
clean, flat and dry concrete 


surface, works well in a 
basement. It can be cleaned 
easily too. 

• A garage-floor-type 
epoxy paint works well too, 
and sponging or other 
painting effects can create 
the look of stone. Clean- 
able. 

• Be cautious about laying 
carpet directly on the con¬ 


crete floor because it will 
readily grow mould be¬ 
tween the naturally damp 
basement floor and the car¬ 
pet, and this can result in 
that typical mouldy base¬ 
ment smell. Be sure to use 
appropriate underlay mate¬ 
rials, and even with that in 
place, be prepared to re¬ 
place carpeting every once 


in a while, especially after 
any episodes of excessive 
moisture in the basement. 
Rubber-backed carpet tiles 
may be helpful because 
they can be selectively re¬ 
moved and replaced.

Hitting the wrong pitch 

Despite being nominated for two Geminis, 
CMT show still finds itself being cancelled 


Phyllis Ellis is hoping a 
Gemini award could have 
the power of a 
resurrection. 

Despite being cancelled 
after only 10 episodes, El¬ 
lis’s Three Chords From 
the Truth is up for two 
awards, including best 
comedy program, at the 
ceremony celebrating 
Canada’s homegrown TV 
talent this weekend. 

Ellis says it’s fantastic to 
hear her show’s name 
bandied about again after 
it was unsuccessful at find¬ 
ing an audience on CMT. 

“It’s really nice to have a 
little revival of even the 
name of the show, people 
talking about it again, and 
knowing that our work 
had value. It’s a real hon¬ 
our,” she said. 

“It would be great if it 
had an opportunity to be 
seen. It was aired very late 
at night and I think most 
people were asleep,” she 
said with a laugh. 

CBC funnyman Ron 
James will host the awards, 
which are set to air Satur¬ 
day on Global and Show¬ 
case. 

The leading nominee is 
the CTV cop drama Flash¬ 
point, which is up for a 
record 19 trophies. The pe¬ 
riod drama The Tudors has 
11 nods and the rookie 
dramedy Being Erica has 
snagged nine nominations. 

Several other shows vy¬ 
ing for Canadian televi¬ 
sion’s top honours have al¬ 


so seen the end of their 
run. Showcase’s Testees, 
which is also up for best 
comedy series, was not re¬ 
newed after a single sea¬ 
son. 

Ellis said the fact that 
critically acclaimed shows 
are being cancelled with¬ 
out finding an audience in¬ 
dicates that quality Canadi¬ 
an television is not being 
sufficiently appreciated. 

“I always say this joke 
and I mean it with all due 
respect to everything — 
only in Canada would a 
show that nobody saw be 
nominated, or win an 
award.” 

She said she hopes the 
nod could mean it really is¬ 
n’t the end for her show, 
for which she was co¬ 
writer, co-creator, produc¬ 
er and star. 

“Three Chords told the 
story of a fictional country 
music station overrun by 
fame junkies and cutthroat 
record execs, but she said 
the core cast could easily 
shift to any other location 
on another network. 

Other stars have noted 
that popularity doesn’t 
necessarily translate into a 
chance at award-show 
hardware. 

Canada’s beloved Corner 
Gas, widely considered the 
country’s most popular sit¬ 
com of all time, was shut 
out of the nominations 
this year, something cre¬ 
ator and star Brent Butt 
called “kind of goofy.” The

series has nabbed five 
Geminis over its six-season

Sara Morton, head of the 
Academy of Canadian Cin¬ 
ema and Television, said 
nominees are selected by a 
peer jury made up of peo¬ 
ple who work in the area 
of TV being judged. The 
quality of shows is placed 
above ratings, although 
the shows that are nomi¬ 
nated are often popular, 
she said. 

Morton said viewers can 
expect a distinctly western 
flavour when the show airs 
this weekend. After tradi¬ 
tionally being held in 
Toronto, the show has hit 
the road for several years, 
visiting Regina and Van¬ 
couver. “We want the view¬ 
ers to know that the show 
is coming from Calgary, Al¬ 
berta, and really have 
some fun with that.”

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Jackson funeral costs top $1M 




Michael Jackson’s private 
family funeral was fit for a 
king and had a price tag to 
match — roughly $l 
million US, according to 
court documents. 

Although Jackson died in 
June and had a large public 
tribute at the Staples Center 
in Los Angeles in July, the 
private family funeral held 
Sept. 3 appeared to have 
been arranged with ur¬ 
gency. 

Legal requests for pay¬ 
ments filed with estate ad¬ 
ministrators by attorneys 
for Michael Jackson’s moth¬ 
er only three days before 
the scheduled burial noted 
that if payment was not re¬ 
ceived by the funeral home 
and the Glendale Police De¬ 
partment by Sept. 1, “the fu¬ 
neral will not proceed.” 

The lawyers warned that 
such a development would 
cause Katherine Jackson 
and the family “public em¬ 


barrassment and 
added grief, along 
with the daunting 
task of having to 
make new arrange¬ 
ments.” 

There was no indi¬ 
cation of resistance 
by the administra- Jackson 
tors, who approved 
payment of all expenses 
and reimbursement of 
Michael Jackson’s sister 
Janet for an advance pay¬ 
ment to Forest Lawn-Glen- 
dale of $49,000. 

The final tally of costs in¬ 
cluded $855,730 to For¬ 
est Lawn for cemetery 
and funeral charges 
including the pur¬ 
chase of other plots 
within the same mau¬ 
soleum that houses 
Jackson’s body. 

Also listed 
were: $35,000 
for burial 
garments; 


$1,975 for wardrobe 
for the family; $2,000 
for usher costumes; 
$3,682 for framing of 
a photograph of Jack- 
son next to the cas¬ 
ket; $959 for embroi¬ 
dery; $11,716 for in¬ 
vitations and pro¬ 
grams; $16,000 for 
flowers; $30,000 for cars 
and security; and $15,000 
for a funeral designer. There 
was also a charge of $21,455 
for the “funeral repast” at a 
restaurant after the cere¬ 
mony. 

During the period 
that the family 
waited to bury 
Jackson, they 
were charged 
$5,000 a month 
for 


holding the remains in a 
temporary vault. 

The documents showed 
that his mother, brother 
Randy and sister Janet were 
involved in the planning 
and were mindful that the 
media would be covering 
the funeral, although media 
were not allowed inside.

8 Cup of chicken stock 
1 four inch sausage of goat 
cheese 

METHOD: 

1. Chop up the 
cauliflower, removing 
hard pieces. Put in a pot 
with chicken stock. 

2. Boil until very soft, (add 


more chicken stock if it is 
a large cauliflower.) Puree 
and strain. 

3. Put back on the stove 
and add the goat cheese 
and mix until smooth. 
Garnish with spinach or 
parsley.
